The Information Disclosure Statement under 37 C.F.R. 1 .97 has been received and 
reviewed. However, the information disclosure is not deemed to be pertinent over the 
prior art of record. 

Specification 

2. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. Claim 1 recites the limitation "...solid-liquidation interface..." in line 4. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. Please insert the word -a — 
before the words "solid-liquidation interface" for proper antecedence. 
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5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

In claim 1, line 13, the terminology " desired defect" is considered vague and 
indefinite. Use of terms such as "desirable" and "appropriate" when referring to certain 
parameters do not limit present disclosure to specific percentages recited. -Payet and 
Brummet v. Swidler and Wilson (POBdPatlnter) 207 USPQ 168. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

7. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

8. Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hourai, et al 
U.S. Patent No. (RE 39,173 E). 
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Hourai, et al teaches a Czochralski method of making silicon single crystal wafers free of 
grown-in defects, wherein careful control of the pulling rate, V (mm/min), and the temperature 
gradient G (*C/mm) is controlled by inhibiting the flow of heat from portions of the crystal near 
the molten silicon to cooler portions further away from a point. (See column 3, lines 52-68 
through column 7, and lines 1-68). 

The difference being that Hourai, et al does not exactly teach a N region over a whole 
plane in a radial direction, automatically controlling pulling conditions and adjusting batches of 
the pulling conditions. However, in the absence of unobvious results, it would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify and optimize the process parameter 
limitations through routine experimentation in order to ensure proper orientation.
